Cleveland’s Men Must Fight for 
Victory at Chicago. 


The Watterson, Brice and Gorman 
Forces Seem Now in Control 


MORRISON COMING TO THE FRONT ASA 
COMPROMISE. 


Owens of Kentucky Selected for Tem- 
porary Chairman. 


The Ex-President’s Friends Are Firm in 
the Belief That the First Ballot Will 
Nominate Their Favorite—Result of 
Last WNight’s Oonference — To-Day’s 
Tactics ofthe Tammany Leaders—The 
Anti-Snappers Demand Seats in the 
Convention—Incoming Delegates. 


Oniroaco, tll., June 18.—The political situa- 
tion begins to assume definite form with the 
arrival of the Democratic leaders last ev 
ing from various sections of the country. 
Ex-Secretary Wm. ©. Whitney, ex-Postmas- 
ter-General Don M. Dickinson, ex Post- 
master UHarrity of Philadelphia, and 
ex-Mayor Whitney of Brooklyn, have taken 
charge of ex-President Cleveland’s interests. 
A conference of the friends of Mr. Cleveland 
was called by these gentiemen late in the 
evening and a general plan of operations 
outiined. At the termination of the 
meeting those present expressed the 
greatest confidence over the situation, De- 
spite all these expressions of confidence, 
however, it is manifest this morning that the 
very aggressive attitude assumed by the 
forces of Hill, Boles, Gray and others has 
somewhat checked the Cleveland enthusi- 
asm, which yesterday threatened to override 
everything on the first ballotin the conven- 
tion, There isa general feeling to-day that 
perhaps, after all, the contest is one which 
depends upon Dallots other than upon the 
enthusiasm of galleries, and that itis not 
gitogether certain that the ex-President 
will receive the requisite two-thirds on 
the first ballot. Estimates are being made 
with great diligence and the utmost possible 
care by the leaders of all the various candli- 
Cates, and they fail to show any material 
difference from those already published. 

The indications are that Hill will go intothe 
convention with between 200 and 250 bal- 
lots, and as Boles and Gray will prob- 
ably each reach the solid support of their re- 
spective States, witha possibility of Carlisle 
having the twenty-six votes of Kentucky on 
the first ballot, Cleveland may fall somewhat 
short of the requisite two-thirds onthe first 
ballot. This declaration is being asserted 
with considerable vigor by the ant!-Cleveland 
people to-day and they defiantly ask the 
friends of the ex-President to produce the 
figures to controvert their estimates. At the 
Cleveland headquarters this morning an 
effort is being made to securea poll ofall 
the delegations with a view to disproving the 
assertion that the ex-President cannot be 
nominated on the first ballot. The 
anti-Cleveland people are supplementing 
this assertion with the second one, and that 
too, with great assurance, that the failure 
to receive the requisite two-thirds of the en- 
thusiasm ofthe opening ballot means the 
rapid disintegration of the Cleveland follow- 
ing onthe subsequent ballots and the final 
success of some of the dark horses. 

It is felt that the Watterson, Gorman and 
Brice forces practically hold the key tothe 
situation. Allthree of these gentlemen are 
maintaining a discreet silence, but they are 
in constant consultation with allthe promi- 
nent Democratic leaders asthey arrive, and 
the greatest uncertainty is felt as to the 
action of the Maryland, Ohioand Kentucky 
delegations. 

It is generally believed that the candidacy 
of Gorman is the only thing which can pre- 
vent the Maryland delegation voting solidly 
for the ex-President, but itis conceded that 
in Kentucky and Ohio the delegations are 
considerably divided astotheir presidential 
preferences. 

In Ohio the Cleveland people are not as- 
sured of more than from 14 to 18 out of the 
46 delegates. The fact, however, that Sena- 
tor Brice maintains that the Ohio people are 
likely to vote as aunit, gives particular 
prominence tothe position ofthat delega- 
tion, as it means 46 votes either for or 
a@gainst the popular Democratic leader. 

Kentucky occupies the somewhat anoma- 
lous position of beingin favor of a radical 
tariff reform plank in the platform, but its 
disposed tO oppose the renomina- 
tion of ex-President Oleveland on 
the grounds of inexpediency. Henry Wat- 
terson, Who made such a stubborn fight in 
the State convention, but finally won in de- 

Cleveland leaders, seems 
supreme in the Kentucky 
tion. Jnst at present it looks as if 
Benator Carlisle would receive the vote of 
this delegation ion the first ballot—not be- 
cause of san ne hopes of his ultimate nom- 
ination, but,because it will aid to prevent the 
nomination of Grover Cleveland on the 
first ballot. Indiana, too, looms 
forth as one of the uncertain States, and 
guietefforts are being made by all the great 
litical workers to ascertain the secret in- 
mtions of a majority of her delega.- 
tion. The instructions of the State 
Convention are s0 intricate as to 
admit of every possible construction, 
and while the G people are maintaining 
that the delegation is freeto support the 
Governor on the first ballot, the Cleveland 
people maintain that it was the manifest 
sense of the convention that the ex President 
s d receive the solid vote of the conven- 
tion until his nomination should appear im- 
bie or inexpedient. The dispute will 
cause a bitterfight at the meeting

Chairman Brice has received a letter from 
ex-Secreta Fairchilds demanding seats in 
the convention for the delegates and alter- 
nates elected by the Syracuse convention. 
Mr.Fairchiids saysthe credentials of the an- 
ti-snapper delegates will] be presented in due 
time. Ohairman Brice said that as soon as 
the credentials are presented to him he will 
call the National Committee together to take 
action upon the matter. This indicates that 
the Syracuse people mvan to fight. 

Gov. Francis and Chairman Maffiitt have 
been in conference with Whitney to-day. 
Gov. Francis after looking over the field says 
that he is perfectly satisfied with Cleveland’s 
prospects. He also said that he felt sure that 
the Missouri delegates would remain true to 
Cleveland to the last. 

ACTIVE CAMPAIGNING. 

Active campa! work will be inaugurated 
by the Cleveland element to-day. So far the 
interests of the ex-President have been in 
the hands of ex-Secretary Fairchild and Gen. 
Tracy, but these have done comparatively 
littie so far asaggressive operations are con- 
cerned. This morning, however, ex-Post- 
master Don M. Dickinson, ex-Secretary W. 
C. Whitney, Wm. H. Harriday, leader of the 
Cleveland forces in the Keystone State, will 
take exclusive charge of the political fort- 
unes of the ex-President, and the work of the 

umvirate will be law to all subordinate 
workers as well as to therankand file. It 
was not untll after 1 o’clock this morning 
that the conference of the gentlemen named, 
andin which P. D. Winston of Minneapolis, 
ex-Mayor Grace of New York, F. L. Stetson 
of New York, Cleveland’s law partner; Hop 
Smith of Atlanta, ex-Assistant Postmaster 
Gen, Stevenson, were participants, came to 
an end. 

Whitney and Dickinson did not arrive in 
town until nearly 10 o’clock, but telegrams 
had been sent in advance tothose with whom 
they wished to confer and on their arrival 
the little company of leaders were already 
assembied in Dickinson’s parlors at the Rich- 
elieu. The situation was discussed in all its 
details, each man freely expressing his opin- 
ion. A roster of the delegates, purporting 
to give the political proclivities of each man 
who will have a vote at the convention, was 
made, with the result that the opinion was 
unanimously expressed that the success of 
Cleveland on the first ballot was next door to 
a certainty. 

In the general discussion that followed 
every One of the conferees were emphatic in 
the opinion that the licy of the Cleveland- 
ites should be to stand by the ex-President to 
the end, even if the convention sat until win- 
ter. There would be no difficulty, it was 
argued,in holding his forces together and 
with a large majority of the convention pre- 
serving a bold tront final success would be 
inevitable. The statement issued by the 
Tammany delegation was discussed, but the 
sentiment of the conference was against 
issuing any formal reply at least until the 
beginning of next week, whenall the dele- 
gates areon the ground. There wasalsoa 
unanimity of opinion that in the event of 
Cleveland’s nomination thetariff should be 
the sole issue of the campaign on the ground 
that this would be the strongest battle-cry in 
New York State, and would be certain to in- 
sure the ex-President’s success. 

Regarding the announcement of Senator 
Carlisle that he was opposed to Cleveland 
because he could notcarry his own State and 
thata man should be nominated who is en- 
tirely free from all the antagonisms and fac- 
tional fights which have given the New York 
Democracy an unenviable reputation, Mr. 
Whitney said emphatically that he pot think 
it would change any votes, and certainly 
would not affect the friends of the ex-Presi- 
dentin the siightest degree. 

CLEVELAND’S HEADQUARTERS. 

The Cleveland headquarters at the Grand 
Pacific were transferred this mornitog from 
the room of ex-Secretary Fairchild in the 
Grand Pacific to a suite of spacious 
parlors upon the ladies’ floor of 
the same hotel, They are the 
finest headquarters in the city, and put those 
ofthe Hill menin the Auditorium to Diush., 
Great care and taste have been exercised in 
the matter of decoration. Over the doorway 
of the main parlor is an arch of incandescent 
lights forming the word Cleveland. 

Over the fire-place of the next parlor Is a 
massive mirror with alife-size photograph of 
the ex-President in the center, surrounded 
with an artistic scroll;and below the now his- 
torical declaration, ‘‘A Public Office is a Public 
Trust,’’ a profusion of bunting and of flowers 
and plants give the headquarters a gala 
appearance. A large quantity of Cleveland 
literature arrived fromthe East last night. 
Scouts will be sent out to meet the non-com- 
mittal delegates from the various States, 
and as fast as they arrive they will De pl- 
loted tothe Grand Pacific, wherethey will 
be takenin hand by the Cleveland contin- 
gent. A good deal of interest is manifested 
regarding the probable course of the dele- 
gation from Illinois. The Cleveland man- 
agers claim that they will have it solid on 
the first ballot, but this claim is strongly dis- 
puted at the Illinois rendezvous inthe Sher- 
man House. Noreguiar caucus has yet been 
held, butaninformal polliof the delegation 
has developed the fact that only l4 are out- 
spoken for Cleveland, while 12 are favorable 
to the candidacy of W. R. Morrison, and 22 
are either for Palmer or on the fence. Gen. 
Palmer, however, is unalterably opposed to 
the use of his name so long as Mr. 
Cleveland is acandidate, anditis given out 
that intimation to that effect couched in lan- 
guage which cannot be misunderstood will be 
presented when the caucus meets. The Mor- 
rison boom is generally regarded as a weak- 
ling that will scarcely survive the opening of 
the convention. In some respects the situa- 
tion that confronts the Democratic National 
Committee is similar to that which was man- 
ifest in Minneapolistwo weeksago. Then it 
was Harrison againstthe field; here it is 
Cleveland against thefleld, The bitterness 
of the opposition to President Harrison’s re- 
nomination, which was its distinguishing 
characteristic, is missing here and is not 
likely toappear unlessit should break out 
among the Hill delegates. Most of 
these are in the field now 
and the are not at ail backward 
in expressing their opinions, which are not 
favorable to the ex-President, or their con- 
viction that he cannot carry the State of New 
York if nominated. Mr. Cleveland’s si- 
tion differs from that of President Harrison, 
in that his State does not support him, not- 
withstanding which he is far and away the 
favorite among the delegates. Who will 
nominate him? what State will stand spon- 
sor for his candidacy? are questions that 
have not yet been answered. But that fact, 
apparently, does not disturb his supporters. 
They are mere matters of detail. lhereis no 
doubt in anybody’s mina that Grover Cleve- 
Jand’s name will be presented and seconded 
from various parts of the Union. The pre- 
sentation, it is felt, must come from some 
other State than New York. 


GROVER CLEVELAND. 


The Ex-President Is a Hot Favorite—Vari- 
ous Views. 

Cuicaco, Ill., June 18.—‘‘Mr. Cleveland 
will be nominated onthe first ballot.’’ So 
spoke the Hon. Wm, C. Whitney of New 
York in a very empbatic manner as he 
emerged from a conference of the Cleveland 
managers, which had lasted from9 o’clock 
last night until the early hours of this morn- 
ingin Mr. Whitney’s private parlors at the 
Richelieu. The gathering was by long odds 
the most important one that has been held 
since the political hosts began to center In 
Chicago. It wascalled forthe express pur- 
pose of looking over the entire Cleveland line 
of battle and of detecting any weak points if 
they existed. it was like the consulta- 
tion of generals on the eve of 


a battle, with the plans 
tense lAid f 
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5. F, Smith, the respective political leaders 
of Pennsylvania nnd New Jersey. On arriv- 
ing here the Whitney party went to the Riche- 
lieu and were assigned a suite of parlors ‘and 
chambers covering most ofthe floor above 
the office and overlooking the lake front. 
Word was soon passed among the Cleveland 
leadars to assembie at the Richelieu, and as a 
result the parlors were taxed to their utmost 
atthat hour. It was no ordinary gathering 
of Oleveland enthusiasts for casual comment 
on the situation. On the con- 
trary, every man who came rep- 
resented a section of the country from 
which CleVeland strength is to be drawn, 
and instead of being mild-eyed enthusiasts 
each man wasa leader of national promi- 
nence. Gov. Russell of Massachusetts was 
there, Adlai E. Stevenson, ex-Assistant Post- 
master-General under Cleveland and the 
robable temporary chairman of the Conven- 
ion, Mayor Winston of Minneapolis and 
Patrick Doran of the Minnesota leaders, 
represented that State. The Southern States 
were well represented, conspicuous among 
the Southern men being Hope Smith of At- 
lanta, Messrs. Smalley of Vermont, Shepard 
of Brooklyn, Norris of Indianapolis and D., 
Oady Herrick were also pessent, 
What was done in the hours of earnest con- 
ference is best and briefest told inthe first 
uoted statementof ex-Secretary Whitney. 
r. Cleveland will be nominated on the first 
liot. The strength of Mr. COleveland in 
every section of the country Was examined 
with minute detall. ‘‘I have thought from 
the first,’’ added Mr. Whitney, ‘‘that Cleve- 
land had a majority and would be nominated, 
but it was not until I heard these ports to- 
night from conservative and thoroughly 
press leaders from all over the country that 
became absolutely confident that Mr. Cleve- 
ae would be nominated onthe first bal-

‘*Certainly itis; but we have no figures to 
offer for publication as yet. Ina word, how- 
ever, they show that there will beonly one 
ballot, and that will nominate Cleveland.’’ 

A GAME OF BLUFF. 

Senator C. E. Walker. who halls from 
Senator David B. Hill’s daistrict, addressed a 
large crowd of Democrats at the Cleveland 
headquarters last night. Senator Walker’s 
arguments were’ cheered wildly. He in- 
formed the crowd that seven-eighths of the 
people in Hill’s district are for Cleveland. 

‘We live too near him to favor Hill,’’ con- 
tinued Walker. ‘‘Tammany does not hope 
to nominate Hill, and it would not ff it could. 
Tammany’s whole scheme is to get Flower, 
out of the governorship and thus 
bave Sheehan succeed him. The Tam- 
many people are only waiting to unite 
all the anti-Cleveland elements on some 
some Western man, and then secure Flow- 
er’s nomination for the vane Pemernensy. 
Flower will accept it all right, but he would 
a great deal rather be Governor of New York 
than to take second place on the ticket after 
being so prominently mentioned for first.’’ 

A half a dozen ofthe members of the Til- 
den Club of Jamestown, N. Y., reached the 
Grand Pacific last evening to arrange for the 
arrival of 100 of that organization who are 
on the road to shout for Cleveland. The ad- 
vance guard claim that nine-tentfis of the 
Democrats in their part of the State are 
strongly in favor of Cleveland. 

Reginald D. Woodward, a delegate from the 
Ninth Congressional District of New York, 
who has been one of the active members of 
the Executive Committee of New York State, 
was a visitor at the Pacific headquarters and 
in reply toa question asto the Murphy and 
Sheehan manifesto said: ‘‘Icannot see any- 
thing in itexcept the usual game of biuft. 
The situation to-day in New York is such that 
no fair minded person can go over the field 
without realizing thatif Mr. Cleveland can- 
not carry the State nobody else can. In the 
first place, all of the other representative 
Democrats except Murphy and Sheehan have 

romised faithfully to support him and 

essrs. Murphy and Sheehan represent but a 
very few votes each in Troy and Buffalo 
respectively. Certainly Tammany Hall will 
be loyal. There has been nothing to indicate 
anythingelse. Ifthey will not loyal to 
Mr. Cleveland asthe candidate of the con- 
vention after the pledges they have given 
them, there is no way to ageure their loyalty 
to any candidate I knowof. In addition to 
the Democratic vote Mr. Cleveland can ll 
this year the whole Independent or ug- 
wump vote, which we can’t afford to lose, ip 
New York and, more than this, he will draw 
largely from the regular Republican ranks 
‘throughout the farming districts. I have 
carefully canvassed the districts and have not 
yet been able to find a single one where 
Cleveland would not poll a greater vote than 
any other candidate. If Cleveland is not 
nominated, there will be thousands of Demo- 
crats who will feel that they have been 
fooled in the matter and that the National 
Convention has allowed, for the first time, 
the same old gang to bluff them. However, 
Mr. Oleveland wiil be nominated on the first 
ballot and they will all turn in and loyally 
support him. It is hard to bluff the Soutbern 
or Western delegates.’’ 

WHITNEY AS A LEADER. 

Ex-Secretary Whitney has succeeded in 
perfectinga pretty good organization of the 
Cleveland forces. They are now working 
well togetherand the ex-President’s pros- 
pects are greatly improved to-day over that 
of yesterday. Whitney has taken absolute 
command andthe other Cleveland men are 
only too giad to take orders from 
him. Heis conceded on all hands to be the 
most adroit politician in the field with the 
exception of Senator Gorman. Gorman is 
attracting just as much attention as is W hit- 
ney, but nobody has been ableto find out 
just how he stands. Gorman of course has an 
eye upon the nomination himself and he does 
not feel himself under obligations to any of 
the other candidates, There is good authority 
for the statement, however, that he is more 
friendly to Cleveland than any one else, and 
if he thinks the ex-President is going to be 
nominated the Marylander is sure toland on 
the winning side. Gorman thinks that if 
Cleveland was elected President his own 
chances for succeeding him would be excel- 
lent, while if any other candidate should be 
nominated and elected Gorman would have 
to wait eight years instead of four before he 
could reasonably expect to reach the White 
House. This same feeling on the part of the 
other candidates is going to playa prominent 
partin thefight. With the exception of Hill 
the other presidential aspirants for the same 
reason would rather see Cleveland nominated 
than any oftheir other opponents. On this 
line of argument Mr. Whitney said this 
morning that he felt certain whenever a 
candidate withdrew, his support would go to 
the ex-President. 

IN A GOOD HUMOR. . 

The few gentiemen whocame down stairs 

immediately after the 


Cleveland conference 
had adjourned at 1 a. m. looked tired but 
happy. Alr. Whitney’s face wore a com- 
placent smile, and with his usual Sarees he 
consented to talk. ‘‘The conference which 
has just been brought toaclose,’’ said the 
ex-Secretary, ‘‘was the first meeting 
of Mr. Cleveland’s friends in Chicago. 
I cannot give you the details of 
that conference. There are but few of us 
here at present, and we have not looked over 
the field carefully. This we do know: 
‘*Grover Cleveland is the choice of a vast 
a4 of Democrats.’’ 

**Can he be nominated!’’ 

‘*He will be nominated if we have to sit in 
that convention until the snow falls.’’ 

‘**In other words you serve notice on Messrs.

Now that Whitney is rded as the Cleve- 
land commander on the field, Tammany Hal 
and Chairman Murphy have been forced to 
become more conservative in their warfare 
against the ex-President, They cannot refer 
to Mr. Whitney asa Magwump, nor can they 
afford totreat him lightly. Mr. Whitney on 


the other hand is speaking kindly of the Hill 
men and is frowning down the tactics 
that have been adopted by ex-Secre- 
tary Fairchild, ex-Mayor Grace and 
that coterie. Indeed, the Tammany men 
are trying to flatter whitney and are saying 
that they had nothing against him asa presi- 
dential candidate. r. Whitney will not 
listen to this kind of talk and he says that 
he is here as the friend of Mr. Cleveland, 
whose nomination he regards a foregone con- 
clusion. 

The Tammany men are beginning to realize 
that the convention cannot be viewed from a 
New York standpoint only. They have found 
that the country outside of New York 
is not ready to stoop down 
and worship her. The Democrats from the 
Other States are more inclinedtosnub tie 
sons of the Empire State. Whenever a Tam- 
many brave has ventured out into any of the 
hotel lobbies and attempted to boom Hill 
they have found themselvés overwhelmed by 
Cleveland enthusiasts and have been obliged 
to retreat. This is @ new experience to 
Tammany men, who are used to 
having things all theirown way. Tammany 
started in yesterday to bulldoze but her howl- 
ers were sO many times outnumbered by the 
Cleveland men that they could not make any 

rogress and Tammany foundthat she was 

oing Mr. Oleveland more good than harm. 
Then Tammnay resorted to her favorite argu- 
ment in offering to bet against Cleveland, but 
she found that the Oleveland men had $100 to 
their one and was obliged to take water. 

The New Yorkers realize just as muchas 
anybody else the absurdity of Hill’s candl- 
dacy, and they would liketo get rid of him, 
but Mr. Hill insists that he has a chance and 
insists thatafight must be made for him. 
So distrustful bas he become of the New 
Yorkers that he sent his private secre- 
tary here this morning and that 
gentleman is keeping a telegraph 
wire hot between here and Washington 
informing the Senator ‘of every move. The 
New Yorkers think that if Hill was out of the 
way they might be able to name thecan- 
didate. Oneortwoof them have admitted 
to your correspondent that the best thing 
that can happen for Clevelafd is for Hill to 
remain in the field. If Hil should withdraw 
and New York’s seventy-two votes should go 
toa compromise candidate it would strike 
most of the doubtful delegates as havin 
been takenin the interest of fairness an 
they would desert Mr. Cleveland. 
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SNAPPERS AND ANTIS. 


Asking Recognition, But Will Vote for 
the Nominee. 


CHICAGO, Ill., June 18.—Col. R. G. Monroe, 
Secretary of the Cleveland organization in 
New York, according to a local paper, is 
authority for the statementthbat the anti- 
Snappers will demand recognition from the 
convention. ‘‘Our. delegation,’’ he _ said, 
‘‘came here as duly elected delegates, and 
will, in my opinion, ask for and should re- 
celve seats in this convention.’’ 

‘*‘Will the delegation, or the Democrats of 
New York, who are represented by that dele- 


gation support the nominee of the conven- 
tion, no matter who he Is, in your opinion?’’ 

‘*‘We pledged our support in unqualified 
terms at the Syracuse convention.’’ 

‘*Should the snap comvention people be 
victorious and succeed in nominating Mr. 
Hill, will yoar ple sup bim?’’ 

**I certainly will, individually, and almost 
all of our delegation have expressed them- 
selves publicly to that effect. Weare Demo- 
crats who will supportthe regular nominee 
of the convention, but none of us feel that 
there is the slightest possibility for Mr. Hill 
being nominated.’’ 

A BOLT THREATENED. 

It is said that the regular New York “2. 
tion would walk out of the convention if the 
Syracuse delegates were recognized in any 
way. This statement is quoted as coming 
direct from Senator Hill. 

Any uncertainty that existed as to the re- 
ception that would be accorded the Syracuse 
(anti-snapper) delegates by the convention 
has disappeared before the emphatic state- 
ment of Senator Carlisle of hentucky that 
they cannot be admitted to the convention. 
The Senator expresses the opinion also thata 
considerable anti-Cleveland sentiment has 
shown itself within the last few days and 
that it is growing, but that it means the nom- 
ination of Hill heis notsure. Tammany and 
the Hill delegation assert not only that the 
Syracuse delegates will not be admitted to 
the convention, but that they will not even 
ask tobe. They have not even a leg to stand 
on, said one of them last night. ‘*They are 
not Democrats, and as the convention Is to 
be composed of agen ages hey of that party 
alone there will no place forthem. If 
Tammany has decided to dump Biliand is 
poeKne for a Western man to lead 
the icket, as reported in one 
of the meres POpers. the evidences of that 
fact were skillfully concealed + AW midnight. 
Close on to that hour Gen. Dan E. Sickles,one 
of the delegates-at-large, with his crutch, 
speaking eloquently of his gallant services to 
the Union, sat in the ladies’ parlor atthe 
Auditorium, surrounded by a crowd of inter- 
ested auditors, towhom withallthe force 
and earnestness at his commana he set forth 
the records of Senator Hill and his claims for 
the nomination at the hands of the 
convention- He laid especial stress upon 
the difference between the attitudeof the 
Senator and that of Mr. Cleveland in the 
campaign of 1890. ‘‘*Senator Hill,’’ he said, 
‘*‘was in Ohio and defeated McKinley. He 
was in West Virginia and New York and else- 
where on the stump and rendered exceeding 
great service. He was not slow to denounce 
the force bill, that measure which, if enacted 
into law, would place the Democratic : party 
wholly atthe mercy of John I. Davenport 
and his fellows. It is Davenport’s bill, as 
Hill compelled him to confess. But who 
heard from Grover Cleveland or any of the 
men who are here how demanding his nom!i- 
nation in that campaign. Oleveland has never 
said a word in denunciation of that bill, and 
so far as weknow may bein favor of it. 
Where would the Democratic party be should 
it pass? Senator Hill’s record as Governor is 
without a flaw; ‘no scandal attaches toit; he 
is a clean public official and in his private life 
is without reproach; and, above all, he gave 
to New York a complete Democratic admin- 
istration, placing that party itn power in 
every branch of the Government. That’s why 
we are for him for President,’’ 

Gen. Sickles enters heartily intothe work 
immediately upon his arrival and up to mid- 
night had noteven removed the duster in 
which he traveled from New York. 

A MONSTER PROTEST. 

Two stout porters carried a big box upto 
the Cleveland headquarters in the Grand 
Pacific this morning and deposited their bur- 
den inacorner. It wasclosely guarded by E. 
Ellery Anderson, oneof the leaders of the 
anti-snappers.’ Mr. Anderson, who has the 
big list in charge, said: ‘*That box contains 
protests against Hill’s snap convention, and 
there are 2,000 names signed tothem. It is 
the biggest protestthat haseyer been pre- 
sented to any representative body. 
The men whose names are on 
those rolls are the solid citizens of New 
York. Their voices will be heard inthe con- 
vention and at least be forthe credentials. 
We willl show the convention that the great- 
est outrage ever perpetrated on American 
citizens was done at the February meeting 
ofthe Hill machinists. Weknow he is not 
the choice of the people of New York and that 
Grover Cleveland is.”*’

His Support Coming From the Ranks of 
the Dissaftected. 


CuricaGco, Ill., June 18.—Not so much Is 
heard of the Morrison boom here to-day as 
there has been, and yet the friends of Hori- 
zontal Bill are working as hard as ever for 
him, Congressmen Forman and Fithian 
are conducting a Morrison campaign 
and are distributing Morrison literature. 
They claim that Morrison will 
certainly be able to get the vote of the IIlil- 
nois delegationand that he stands a better 
chance ofthe nomination than any candi- 
date who will be before the convention ex- 
cepting Mr. Cleveland. There are a large 
number of Southern Illinols people here who 
are trying to aid the Morrison boom by hal- 
loing for their favorite about the different 
hotel lobbies. 

Senator Carlisle has started right in to 
work against Cleveland. Senator Mills of 
Texas is expected here to-day or to-morrow, 
and he is going to aid Mr. Carlisle in his 
work against the ex-President. What effect 
the reversal of the position of the two for- 
mer Cleveland men will have has 
not yet been demonstrated, but it is con- 
ceded that it will be considerable. Mr. 
Whitney has hoped that he will be ableto 
win both Carlisle and Mills back again tothe 
Cleveland fold. Carlisle and Mills are for 
Morrison on the claim that 
land cannot carry New York, 
Mr. Whitney wants to know what 
chance Mr. Morrison or any Western man 
would have of carrying New York, New Jer- 
sey or Connecticut if Mr. Cleveland has not 
the ability to do so. Morrison has always 
been counted as a free coinage man and the 
New Yorkers say that he could not get the 
support of the business community, which 
will determine the result of the election in 
New York State.

HIS PARENTS NOT AWARE OF HIS DAN> 
—@EROUS ILLNESS. 


Only Three Members of the Household at 


the Bedsids When Death Came— He 


Had Been [11 But a few Hours—Convey- 
ing the News to the Ex-Secretary of 
State at Bar Harbor. 


Cuicaco, lll., June 18.—Emmons Blaine, 
son of ex-Secretary Blaine, died to-day at 
11:15a.m, Blood poisoning, the result of 
inflammation of the bowels,was the cause,- 
The fact of young Mr. Blaine’s death was 
kept concealed for some time after he had 
actually passed away, the object being 
to reach the father and mother frst 
with some gentler information of the 
sad news. Efforts to get telegraphic com- 
munication with the ex-Secretary failed, 
however, and at about 12:15 o’clock the 
news of the death leaked out. It was 
not until a quarter of an hour 
prior to the fatal moment that the least 
intimation that Mr. Blaine was in a dangerous 
condition became known, and then onlg toa 
few, At hisoficein the Saltimore & Ohio 
Railroad headquarters inthis city his asso- 
ciates were only aware that he was ill. Re- 
porters were sent . to the Biaine 
residence, 135 Rush street, but 
while they were informed that the 
patient’s illness had assumed a fatal aspett 
no information could be gained for the time 
being. 

Young Mr. Blaine was a notable figure in 
the exciting convention at Minneapolis that 
resulted in his father’s defeat. He took 
the result greatly to heart and 
was confined to his room _ shortly 
after his return from the North, 


During the convention he seemed in perfect 
health, and his sudden passifig away was not 
more shocking to anyone than those who saw 
him attending to his father’s interests. It is 
thought possible by many that the strain and 
excitement at Minneapals, followed by the 
keen disappointment of the outcome, had not 
a ee to do withthe physical prostration 
ensuing.

FOUR MEN KILLED AWD TWENTY-FIVE 
INJURED. 


Cattle on the Track Caused the Disaster 
—Flat Cars Piled Up in a Confused

Henry, who is said to have  kilie one 
woman in Denver and another in Dallas 
and Henry Miller, charged with the killing o 
Officer Brewer. The acquittal of Ed Owens on 
Thursday of the murder of ex-COfficer Isaac 
EKlam served to incense the mob, following 
the murder on. Sunday last of A. Tiche, the 
dry goods merchant, and preceding so 
closely the tragedy of yesterday.

PENSION PERJURERS. 


False Affidavits Charged Against Four 
Persons. 

PARKERSBURG, Mo., June 18.—Mrs. Mary F. 
Jacobs, Stacy Wooten, John P. Wooten and 
Stacy Shaffer, well-known people of Cabill 
County, are prisoners of the government 
here to-day on serious charges. Some time 
ago Mrs. Mary F. Jacobs filed a pension claim 
as the widow of Wm. H. Jacobs, a soldier of 
the ninety-first O. V. I. in thelate war. 
Mrs. Jacobs alleged that her husband had 
died in the West sometime ago, and pro- 
duced as witnesses Stacy Wooten, 
Jas, P. Wooten and Stacy Shaf- 
fer, her neighbors and acguaintances. 


These people made affidavit that they had 
known the deceased and they had been pres- 
ent when he died. The stories and affidavits 
allagreed and were swornto before A. E. 
Saloman, Deputy County Clerk of Cabell 
County. The claim went through allright 
and the bureau was on the pointof allowing 
$3,000, when Capt. A. W. Roonie of the Gov- 
ernment Secret Service looked over the pe 
pers. For some reason he suspected that the 
affair was fraudulent and he wentto work 
to unearth it about two months 
ago. He got a clew which he 
followed up until it led him to Muncie, Ind., 
where he found W. H. Jacobs, alive and well. 


He had separated from his wife on account of 


disagreement, and had gone West to grow up 
with thecountry. The detective returned to 
this State and a day or two ago arrested all of 
the parties above mentioned, and had them 
brought here and jailed yesterday. Last 
evening the old soidier, who had been proven 
very much dead, was secretly taken to the 
District Attorney’s rooms in the COustom- 
house. The prisoners were then taken one 
atatime and suddenly confronted with old 
man Jacobs, and then followed a scene, 
Each one of the four first mentioned con- 
fessed that they had made false affidavits 
and had perjured themselves, and Wooten 
and his wife and the Shaffer woman stated 
that one-half of the pension money was to 
have been divided betweenthem. The case 
was immediately referred to the UnitedStates 
Grand-jury, which was in session, and all 
otf them, including Saloman, were indicted 


‘for perjury, making false affidavits and false 


claims. They were all sent to jail except 
Saloman, who gave bond in the sum of $1,500 
to appear to answer to the charge.

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IF NOT CLEVELAND, WHO? 


If Democratic primaries were held 
throughout the country for choice ofa 
presidential candidate no one can doubt 
that CLEVELAND would carry them, prob- 
ably by eight-tenths of the total vote, cer- 
tainly by a majority so overwhelming that 
all other condidates would be completely 
shut out. 

This popularity of CLEVELAND, the gen- 
uine enthusiasm of the party’s voters for 
him, the confidence he commands, the 
widespread belief that he is the best man, 
the record of his administration, his 
strength with the conservative and inde- 
pendent elements, and the ardent desire of 
plain Democrats that he shall be chosen, 
aré the commanding realities confronting 
the delegates tothe Chicago convention. 
They offset a host of shadowy claims, as- 
sertions and opinions. 

In view of these potent facts the respon- 
sibility of the Democratic Convention in 
considering CLEVELAND’S availability and 
the danger of his rejection cannot be over- 
estimated. Should the party’s represent- 
atives throw him over for _  an- 
other they would have to defend 
their defiance of the popular will 
by irresistible reasons, to prevent 
disastrous indifference, and even hostility 
to the chosen candidate. At best, the re- 
jection of CLEVELAND in the present state 
of Democratic feeling would cause a pro- 
found and disheartening disappointment, 
a slump of rank-and-file enthusiasm which 
would hazard its fortunes. Should the 
rejection be accomplished through the jug- 
gling of crafty politicians it would be a 
monstrous and possibly fatal blunder. 

The opposition to CLEVELAND is met at 
the start with the question: If not CLEVE- 
LAND, who? It isa stump question. 

Is there another candidate in the list of 
possibilities who can be shown to have as 
much general strength or better chances in 
important localities?

Any other candidate chosen would have 
to overcome the discouraging disappoint- 
ment of over 75 per cent of the Democrats 
and manufacture enthusiasm already made 
for CLEVELAND. Some candidates are 
mentioned and there is danger that, in the 
wild .confusion following a breaking of 
CLEVELAND’s forces, one of these may be 
chosen—whose nomination would be a 
fatal mistake. MORRISON, for instance, is 
an absurdity. GORMAN, although a bril- 
liant politician, would be an undesirable 
leader with a handicap record. As to 
HILu the objection to CLEVELAND on ac- 
count of New York, applies with greater 
force to him because he has no independ- 
ent strength and his nomination would be 
a bitter pill for the West. 

These vital considerations must be given 
due weight by the Chicago Convention, 
The delegates should squarely face the 
truth that the anti-Cleveland contest is a 
contest of politicians against the people. 
They should especially realize that itisa 
dangerousthing to sacrifice principle for 
policy and defy the will of the voters at 
the bidding of any gang of politicians.

St. Louis: Delegates to Chicago Will Go 
Any Way. : 


AN UNDERCURRENT OF HOSTILITY TO 
GOV. FRANCIS’ AMBITION. 


Benton Beaten for Sherwood’s Sake—The 
Stone and Dalton Fight—Prather and 
the National Committee—The Missouri 
Delegation Off for the Democratic Con- 
vention. 


The St. Louls delegates go to Chicago with 
vastly different purposes. The delegates 
from St. Louis County and Franklin County, 
Charles Costello and H. M. Jones, are for 
Cleveland. Dr. Frank J. Lutz and Ed. Butler 
talk Cleveland, but they will not vote for him 
if they see that he can’t be nominated, and 
they intend totry to be withthe winning 
candidate. 

Both these delegates are too shrewd to com- 
mit themselves to any one candidate at the 
present time. Both sympathize with Cleve- 
land and would like to see him nominated, 
but neither one believes he will be. They will 
be In Chargo a day or two before they make 
up their minds what to do. 

Ithas been said that Mayor Noonan was 
using his influence for Hill among the St. 
Louls delegates. This isa mistake. 

BURKE FOR BOIES. 

The Mayor doesn’t think Hill can be elected 
under present circumstances, and he leans 
towards Wm, R. Morrison. Boller In- 
spector John J. Burke and William F. 
Haney are the only delegates from st. Louis 
whom the Mayor could influence, and neither 
of them are for Hill. Mr. Burke said 
to-day: ‘‘l have an idea that I am 
going to be on the side of the man 
who is nominated.

The Third Baptist Loses Its Pastor—Re- 
. ligious Items. 


Ata prayer meeting Wednesday evening 
Rev. J. P. Greene, pastor of the Third Bap- 
tist Church, tendered his resignation of the 
charge which he has filled so iong and 
60 well, to accept the presidency of 
William Jewell College.

Greene willspenda portion of his vacation 
with relatives at Memphis, Mo., but hels as 
yet undecided what to do with the re- 
mainder of the spare time 
which has been granted him, Be- 
fore his departure he will inaugurate 
summer revival service at Euterpe Hall, 201 
South Jefferson avenue. The first of the 
series will be conducted by Dr. Greene him- 
self next Thursday evening, and under the 
direction of Messrs, 8. E. Ewing and J. S&S. 
Cheavaus of Willlam Jewell Church, these re- 
vival meetings will continue during the 
vacation. These young theologians have do- 
cided to spend the breathing spell from their 
studies which has been granted them in this 
very laudable manner. 

The recently elected Presidentof William 
Jewell College was offered the same position

is reported tobe the representative of the Pilis- 
burys, the largest millers in the United 
States, who would protit greatly by the passage 
ofthe bill. Why the reference to a committee be- 
lieved to be hostile was permitted without a contest 
has puzzied a great many grain dealers. Telegrams 
received from Washington tend, in the opinion 
of many, to elucidate the mystery. 
It is stated thatacareful poll of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee has been made, and that a majority will re- 
rt the bill favorably, and not unfavorabiy, as uas 
Boon the supposition. While this information is net 
official, the fact that the friends of the 
measure offered so littie opposition tothe action 
taken is regardedas highly significant. No action 
will, it is believed, be taken until the close 
of the Chicago Convention, but in the 
time the uncertainty will

The European Demand for Corn Showing 
a Remarkable Inorease. 


The outlook for high pricesfor corn in the fall 
is increasing. While the crop will be a good one 
from present indications, the prospect is 
that the demand will be much larger 


than ithas ever been before Letters and orders re- 
ceived within the last few days give assurance that 
the European demand for this season’s crop will be 
fully doubie that which was made upon last season’s 
crop, which in ite time was by far the heaviest 
on record. Last year’s short crop in Europe has 
had, according to consular and private advices, the 
effect of causing a great change inthe food demand 
from Europe, especially that from Germany, West- 
ern Austria and France. Formerly ship- 
ments of Indian corn were only ale 
when fodder was Wanted, there existing a stron 
prejudice against cornmeal as food for men an 
women. The shortage in wheat had much todo 
with the change that has taken place in this respect, 
bus of much greater importance was the 
Russian ukase prohibiting tlie export of 
rye. Kye bread is the food ofthe poorer classes of 
Germany and is much used in France. When it be- 
came evident that the price of rye bread would te 
higher, a substitute was soughtincorn meai, Alter 
many months’ experience the prejudice against 
Indian corn has beef remuvod to a great extent, and 
orders have been received hére showing an unexam- 
piled demand. It is confidently predicted that the 
exports of corn and cornmeal will shuw an increase 
of more than 100 pér cent over those of last year.

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND INTERVIEWED. 

PARIS, June 18.—The Temps publishes an in- 
terview with Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul, 
Minn., who has arrived here on his way to 
the United States,after his successful mission 
to the Vatican, in regard to the Sstillwater- 
Fairbault education scheme. 

The Archbishop spoke of the Pope’s recent 
encyclical enjoining Catholic Royalists in 
France to support the republican form of 
government. According to Le Temps, Arch- 
bishop Ireland said: ‘‘The Pope’s decision 
that Catholics must adhere to the Republic 
is irrevocable. The church in France must 
not remain attached toacorpse. It must ac- 
cept the Republic.’’ 

In regard to the labor disputes the Arch- 
bishop said he hoped thatall differences be- 
tween employers and their workmen would 
eventually be settled through the simple ac- 
cord of individuals and the action of free 
trades unions, If their efforts were futile the 
State should intervene. American work- 
men, he continued, were thoughtful and rea- 
sonable; they only demanded what was rea- 
sonable to obtainyand did not seek to foment 
useless strikes. The Archbishop dwelt on 
the fact that there were no religious distinc- 
tions in any trade association in the United 
States, 

ANTI-SEMITIC AGITATION. 

BERLIN, June 17.—Rector Ahlwardt to-day 
renewed his charges against the Jewish firm 
of Loewe & sSonof supplying defective fire- 
arms tothe Germanarmy. He also declared 
that 100,000 revolvers furnished to Russia by 
this firm had proved worthless; that the 
Russian officer who had rejected the arms 
afterward died suddenly through foul play, 
and that the same revolvers were ultimately 
passed by his successor. The president of 
the Army Testing Committee has certified 
that the rifles supplied by Loewe & Son were 
retested after the appearance of the adverse 
pampblets, and were found to be faultless. 
There isa general complaint here that the 
police while sternly suppressing street hawk- 
ers in general, gives disgraceful license to 
hawkers of indecent anti-semitic literature, 
who, in many cases, follow and molest Jew- 
ish gentlemen and ladies. 


TROUBLES OF VENEZUELA.

BOSSES SAY TO GIVE IN WOULD MEAN TO 
CLOSE UP. 


The Influx of Imported Laborers Fails to 
Materialize, But_the Proprietors Say 
They Will Have Plenty of Hands by 
Monday—No Change in tho Rivermen’s 
Strike. 


The gathering thismorning of the sash, 
Goor and bdiind strikers at the St. Louis Hall, 
Way and Biddle street, was more 
largely attended than any meeting yet held 
by them, fully 700 hands attending. In only 
wo milisare any non-union men at work, 
and not more than a half dozen 
of them. They are almost cer- 
tain to be with the union 
hands by Monday. The dissatisfied men are 
behaving admirably and are making no at- 
tempt to interfere with anybody. The mills 
are most of them guarded by police but their 
services have not been called up, and there 
fis mo indication that they will be. The 
mechanics are firm and have made no effort to 
approach any of the bosses, but on the other 
hand, the men say that the bosses have been 
trying to induce some of them singly to re- 
turn. Oneofthe executive officers said to- 
Gay to a Post-Disrparcu reporter that the 
®trikers had practically won the contest. 
The men denounce as untruthful the reports 
thatthe manufacturers can get men from 
outside points. The strike hasbeen in prog- 
ress long enough they say to have had non- 
Union men here if they could get them. More 
than ever to-day the contest on the side of 
the mien looks like it will be a determined 
one. The strike is under the auspices of 
the Cabinet Makers’ Union No. 12, Carpen- 
ters’ Union No. 395, Local Machine 
Union No. 2 and Local Machine 
Union No, 7M, the latter a 
German branch, having its headquarters in 
South St. Louls. The mill owners’ organiza- 
tion held a long meeting this morning at the 
St. Louls Buliders’ Exchange, but beyond a 
general discussion of the troubles there were 
no developments. ‘‘It won’t do,’’ said one 
of the mechanics, ‘‘to say that incompetent 
men are leading astrike of this size and 
kind. Men who live liere, have lived here all 
of their lives and have families to care for, 
and some of them property interests, com- 
prise the class of material who are fightinga 
just fight.’’ 
. Col. James Duross, ex-President of the 
St. Louts Bullders’ Exchange and one of the 
best posted and conservative men in the 
trade, was interviewed to-day. He sali: 
**The mills here are paying 10 to 20 per cent 
more to mechanics than other competitive 
points, namely, Detroit, Minneapolis, Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati, and all of them are 
working the same number of hours as. the 
St. Louis hands, while some of the up-river 
points are operating eleven hours. With the 
advantage of labor competitive potnts have 
Deen able to take several large local jobs, 
among which may be mentioned the Security 
Building, Fourth and Locust streets; Wain- 
wright ‘Building, Seventh and Chestnut 
streets, and the new building, Nirth and 
Locust streets, and many others, which are 
being done outside of St. Louls. To conce a. 
to the demands of the mechanics—n: imely, 
reduction inthe hours of labor and an th. 
crease of wages of 10 per cent—would re- 
in giving the mill work to 
points of competition men- 
to such an extent! that In 
three months we would not have sufficient 
work to give employment to one-fourth of 
the mechanics that have been employed in 
the milis of St. Louls previous to tlils strike. 
The sash, door and blind trade, both east 
and west of here, is dull and 
hence there are lenty of idle 
mechanics. Hut there is not more than 
enough work for the number of men that we 
have. There has been no dispusition on the 
part of manufacturers to secure labor from 
other points until forced by the employes. 
We now expect to have sufficient helpto 
operate our mills by the first or early partof 
next week. 


The Rivermen’s Strike.

Regarding the effect of 
the latter’s resignation, he said: ‘‘Our Prest- 
denthasthe esteem of all connected with 
the Loulsville Club, and while his retirement 
may prove beneficialtothe team’s welfare, 
it will be a personal loss, as he was a very 
estimable and popular gentleman. Of course 
neither the directors nor myself agreed with 
him in his idea of a captain-manager, but 
the personalities that were injected into the 
affair by outside parties were untruthful and 
uncalled for.
